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Trump takes on Google, a lieges bias in sea rc lies 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump lashed 
out at U.S. tech companies 
Tuesday, accusing Google 
and others of suppressing 
conservative voices and 
"hiding information" and 
good news. He cited no 
evidence for the claim, 
which echoesboth hisown 
attackson the pressand a 
conservative talking point. 

Google, operator of the 
world's most popular 
search engine, responded 
by saying: 'We never rank 
search results to manipu¬ 
late political sentiment." 

Trump tweeted before 
dawn: "This is a very seri¬ 
ous situation-will be ad¬ 
dressed!" Hours later, Larry 
Kudlow,the president'stop 
economic adviser, said the 
White House is "taking a 
look" at whether Google 
searches should be subject 
to some government regu¬ 
lation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

proposal to rename the 
Senate'soldest office build¬ 
ing for John McCain ran 
into resistance Tuesday 
from Republican senators 
reluctant to take away an 
honor already bestowed 
on an earlier Senate titan 
— and a leader of South¬ 
ern senators during a tu¬ 
multuous era in the nation's 
history. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, looking 
to defuse a budding con¬ 
troversy, said he will form 
a bipartisan panel to so¬ 
licit ideas on the best way 
to honor the late Arizona 
senator. 

McCain "meant so much 
to so many of us — inside 
this chamber and out," 
McConnell said Tuesday 
in a speech on the Senate 
floor. 'The Senate is eager 
to work on concrete ways 
to continue this momentum 
and provide a lasting trib¬ 
ute to this American hero 
long afterthisweek'sobser- 
vancesare complete." 
Besides the proposal to re¬ 
name the Russell Senate 
Office building, lawmakers 


may consider naming a 
room used by the Senate 
Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee afterMcCain, who was 
the panel's chairman, Mc¬ 
Connell said. Another idea 
is to add McCain's portrait 
to a reception room right 
off the Senate floor, joining 


such giants as Henry Clay, 
Daniel Webster and Robert 
Taft. Only seven senators 
are honored with portraits 
there. 

McConnell wascareful not 
to make a specific recom¬ 
mendation. 

Senate Democratic leader 
Chuck Schumer had pro¬ 
posed renaming the Russell 
building in McCain's honor 
after the veteran Republi¬ 
can senator died Saturday 
from brain cancer. 

The 109-year-old building is 
named after Sen. Richard 
Russell, a Georgia Demo¬ 
crat who, like McCain, 
chaired the Armed Servic¬ 
es panel. Russell, who died 
in 1971, was a segregation¬ 
ist and led Southern oppo¬ 
sition to anti-lynching bills 
and other civil rights legisla¬ 
tion, including the 1964Civil 
RightsAct. He co-authored 
the 'Southern Manifesto" 
to slow the integration of 
public schools after the Su¬ 
preme Court unanimously 
ordered it in 1954. 

Previously known simply as 
the Senate Office Building, 
it was renamed in Russell's 
honor the year after his 
death. 

While some Republicans 
were receptive to Sc burn¬ 
er's proposal, many were 
hesitant to rename a build¬ 
ing that honors a senator 
who served for nearly four 
decades and was a for¬ 


midable presence known 
as a "senator's senator" 
because of his mastery of 
Senate rules. An ardentde- 
fenderof the defense bud¬ 
get, Russell also was author 
of the School Lunch Act, 
which provides free and 
low-cost meals in public 
schools 

Republican Sen. Chuck 
Grassley of Iowa, who 
served with McCain for 31 
years, said he was in fa¬ 
vor of "naming almost any 
building" for McCain, but 
added, "I'm not sure that I 
would make a decision on 
a specific building at this 
point." 

Republican Sen. Jeff Flake 
of Arizona, who co-spon¬ 
sored the measure, said re¬ 
naming the building would 
be "a particularly good" 
way to honor McCain, but 
wanted to make sure Mc¬ 
Cain's family agreed. 
Georgia's GOP Sen. David 
Perdue, whose own office 
was once used by Russell, 
said he's unsure if residents 
back home would accept 
a name change for the 
building. 

'This is Washington. There's 
going to be 50 percent for 
something and 50 percent 
a gainst something," Perdue 
said Tuesday. 

The Senate should spend 
time finding 'the right way" 
to memorialize McCain's 
service, Perdue said. 'To 
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knee jerk, to do anything — 
any suggestion — right now 
ispremature,"he said. 
Republicans backed Mc¬ 
Connell's plan to study the 
issue, with some saying 
McCain himself would ap¬ 
preciate the GOP leader's 
commitment to "regularor- 
der," including the process 
of committee work. 

McCain "didn't want ideas 
cooked up in some back 
room and sprung on the 
Senate," said Sen. John 
Comyn of Texas, the No. 2 
Republican senator. 

"I'd name the Capitol after 
the old guy if I could,"joked 
Sen. Lindsey Graham, R- 
S.C., McCain's closest 
friend in the Senate. 

More seriously, Graham 
said the Capitol VisitorCen- 
ter could be named for 
McCain. The 10-year-old 
building is not named for 
anyone. 

'What a great way to be 
exposed to the Capitol 
by hearing the life story of 
John McCain," Graham 
said, noting that McCain 
served in the House and 
Senate, wasa Navy aviator 
and a war hero who was 
held prisoner for mo re than 
five years in North Vietnam. 
"Instead of worrying about 
what to name for him ... 
let's be more like him," Gra¬ 
ham said. 

Fellow Tennessee Republi¬ 
can Sen. Bob Corkersaid he 
was "all for" renaming the 
building in McCain's honor 
but that 'there'll probably 
be some discussion about 
that"in both parties. 

"Russell is somebody that's 
obviously a huge figure, but 
it is an era that's gone by. 
We're in a new era now," 
Corkersaid Monday. 

'Who would want to vote 
against naming a build¬ 
ing after somebody who 
just passed away?" Corker 
asked, before answering his 
own question. 'There may 
be some curmudgeon that 
wouldn't want to do that." 
"I think Russell being named 
Russell is that generation 
of senators' message to fu¬ 
ture generations," Cassidy 
said. 'What I don't want is 
to establish a precedent 
so something named after 
J ohn McCain is named af¬ 
ter somebody else in the 
future.'O

He added, without offer¬ 
ing evidence, that "96% of 
results on 'Trump News" a re 
from National Left-Wing 
Media, very dangerous" 

A query Tuesday morning 
several hoursafterthe pres¬ 
ident tweeted showed sto¬ 
ries from CNN, ABC News, 
Fox News and the Market- 
Watch businesssite, among 
others. A similarsearch later 
in the day for 'Trump" had 
Fox News, the president's 
favored cable network, 
among the top results 
Trump tweeted that 
Google and others "are 
controlling what we can & 
cannotsee." 

In response, Google said its 
goal is to make sure users 
of its sea rc h eng ine get the 
most relevant answers to 
their queries quickly. 

"Search is not used to set 
a political agenda and 
we don't bias our results 
toward any political ideol¬ 
ogy," the Mountain View, 
California-based company 
said. "Every year, we issue 
hundreds of improvements 
to our algorithms to ensure 
they surface high-quality 
content in response to us¬ 
ers' queries." 

'We continually work to im¬ 
prove Google Search and 
we never rank search re¬ 
sults to manipulate political 
sentiment." 

Google searches aim to 
surface the most relevant 
pages in response to a us¬ 
er's query, even before he 
or she finishes typing. Ihe 
answers that appear first 
are the ones Google's for¬ 
mulas, with some help from 
human content reviewers, 
deem to be the most au¬ 
thoritative, informative and 
relevant. Many factors help 
decide the initial results, 
including how much time 
people spend on a page, 
how many other pages link 
to it, how well it's designed 
and more. 


A search for "why is the sky 
blue?" for example, yields 
initial results from NASA, 
universities and 'Scientific 
American." 

Similarly, entering 'Trump" 
a nd c lie king the "news" ta b 
will produce results from 
mainstream media outlets 
that large swaths of the 
population tend to trust, 
lhat is even though Trump 
has derided some of these 
outlets as'Take news" 
Trump and some support¬ 
ers have long accused Sili¬ 
con Valley companies of 
being biased against them. 
But, while some company 
executives may lean lib¬ 
eral, they have long assert¬ 
ed that their products are 
without political bias, and 
indeed no such bias has 
been proven. 

Trump didn't say what he 
based his tweets on. But in 
a blog postoverthe week¬ 
end, conservative activ¬ 
ist Paula Boylard had said 
she found "blatant prioriti¬ 
zation of left-leaning and 
anti-Trump media outlets" 
in search results. 

Boylard based her judg- 
mentson which media out¬ 
lets were left- or right-lean¬ 
ing on a list by Sharyl Att- 
kisson, host of Sine lair Tele¬ 
vision's "Full Measure" and 
author of 'The Smear How 
Shady Political Operatives 
and Fake News Control 
What You See, Think, and 
How You Vote." Sinclair is a 
significant outlet fore onser- 
vative views. 

Trump began complain¬ 
ing about the issue earlier 
this month as social media 
companies moved to ban 
right-wing "Infowars" con¬ 
spiracy theorist Alex J ones 
from their platforms. The 
president also argues regu¬ 
larly — and falsely — that 
the news media avoid writ¬ 
ing positive stories about 
him and his administration. 
Apple, YouTube and Spo- 
tify have permanently re¬ 
moved some of Jones' 
content, Facebook has 
suspended him for 30 days 
and removed some of his 
pages, and Twitter gave 
Jones a weeklong timeout 
and was mulling deep¬ 
er changes to try to limit 
the spread of fake news, 
misinformation and hate 
speech. 

Trump has not named 
Jones, who is being sued 
forsaying the 2012 shooting 
massacre at Sandy Hook 


Elementary School was 
sta ged, in a ny tweetson the 
issue. J ones has since said 
he believes the shooting 
did occurand hasargued 
that the lawsuit should be 
dismissed because he was 


acting asa journalist.Trump 
has praised Jones' "amaz¬ 
ing" reputation.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bruce 
Ohr was a relatively anon¬ 
ymous lawyer at the Jus¬ 
tice Department for more 
tha n 25 yea rs. But he's now 
caught up in a Republican 
maelstrom of criticism to¬ 
ward the department, with 
some of President Donald 
Trump's allies implying that 
he helped conspire against 
Trump's election. 

Two GOP-led House com¬ 
mittees are interviewing 
Ohr behind closed doors 
Tuesday as part of an in¬ 
vestigation into decisions 
made by the department 
in 2016. They are interest¬ 
ed in Ohr — who has also 
been the subject of Trump's 
angry tweets— because of 
his relationship with Chris¬ 
topher Steele, the former 
British spy whose opposition 
research on Trump's Russia 
ties was compiled into a 
dossier and turned over to 
the FBI. 

At least seven Republican 
House members traveled 
to Washington forthe inter¬ 
view, which is being held 
during the House's August 
recess. No Democratic 
lawmakersappeared to at¬ 
tend, though staffers are in 
the room. 

A look at Bruce Ohr and 
why Republicans are talk¬ 
ing to him: 

A SEASONED OFFICIAL 
A Harvard-educated law- 
yerwho wasa federal pros¬ 
ecutor in Manhattan in the 
1990s, Ohr later oversaw 
the Justice Department's 
organized crime and rack¬ 
eteering section and, at 
the time of the presidential 
election, was a high-rank¬ 
ing official in the deputy at¬ 
torney general's office with 
oversight of a program that 
doles out grants to federal 
prosecutors for complex 


drug trafficking cases. 
Colleagues and associates 
describe Ohr as a mild- 
mannered, affable, steady 
presence in a department 
where turnover and transi¬ 
tion are common. 

"I definitely remember him 
to be a sort of quiet, soft- 
spoken, very warm and 
humble kind of a guy," said 
Evan Barr, who overlapped 
with him in the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney's Office in New York. 
"He was widely respected 
in the office." 

rEatonship WITH A FOR¬ 
MER SPY 

It's Ohr's relationship with 
Steele that has given fod- 
derto Republican critics in 
Congress and raised con¬ 
cerns that he was operat¬ 
ing outside his job descrip¬ 
tion. 

Ihetwo had meta decade 
earlier, bonding over a mu¬ 
tual interest in Russian or¬ 


ganized crime and forging 
a friendly relationship that 
persisted overthe years. 
Though Ohr did not handle 
national security or coun¬ 
terintelligence work in the 
deputy attorney general's 
office, he nonetheless be¬ 
came a pointofcontactfor 
Steele to share information 
with in the months leading 
up to the 2016 presidential 
election. Ohrpassed along 
tidbits he learned to the FBI, 
which was conducting its 
own investigation. 

The co-founder of Fusion 
GPS, the political research 
firm that hired Steele forthe 
investigation, told House 
lawmakers in a closed- 
doormeeting lastyearthat 
he also met with Ohr at 
Steele's behest amid what 
he said was anxiety that 
federal investigators were 
not taking seriously enough 
the threat of Russian elec¬ 
tion interference and the 


information that Steele had 
accumulated. 

"And so Chris suggested I 
give some information to 
Bruce, give him the back¬ 
ground to all this. And we 
eventually met at a cof¬ 
fee shop, a nd I told him the 
story," said Glenn Simpson, 
who helped start the firm. 
Aside from their own per¬ 
sonal connection, Ohr's 
wife, Nellie, was working at 
Fusion GPS— a connection 
Trump and his allies have 
seized on as they allege 
anti-Trump bias in the de¬ 
partment. 

During breaks from the in¬ 
terview, several of the GOP 
lawmakers said Ohr's testi¬ 
mony differed from Simp¬ 
son's and shed new light 
on the credibility of the 
dossier. But they would not 
give details. 

THE BEGINNING OF AN IN¬ 
VESTIGATION 


Peter Strzok, the recently 
fired FBI agent who led 
the Russia investigation, 
told Congress last month 
that Ohr provided the FBI 
with "materia I that I believe 
originated from Mr. Steele," 
though he said he never 
personally received infor¬ 
mation from Ohr. Strzoksaid 
he met with Ohrasmany as 
five times in late 2016 and 
early 2017. 

The dossier a Iso was not the 
linchpin of the FBI's investi¬ 
gation into potential coor¬ 
dination between Russia 
and the Trump campaign. 
That investigation had be¬ 
gun months before the bu¬ 
reau received those files in 
September 2016, and was 
triggered by information 
about George Papado- 
poulos, a Trump campaign 
aide who told a profes¬ 
sor the Russians possessed 
"dirt" on Clinton in the form 
of emails. Strzok also said it 
was "not Mr. Ohr who pro¬ 
vided the initial documents 
that I became aware of in 
mid-September." 
Nevertheless, Republicans 
have suggested the dossier 
created a politically taint¬ 
ed pretext forthe investiga¬ 
tion. Ohio Rep. J im J ordan, 
a Republican who has 
led criticism of the Justice 
Department and the FBI, 
called Strzok's revelation in 
the hearing "amazing." 

The interviews have been 
part of a larger campaign 
to question special counsel 
Robert Mueller's investiga¬ 
tion into Russian election 
interference and poten¬ 
tial coordination with the 
Trump campaign. Republi¬ 
can Rep. Matt Goetz, one 
of the Republicans who at¬ 
tended the interview, said 
that, so far, Ohr's interview 
and others have shown an 
"excessive reliance" on the 
dossierO 
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Texa n says he's selling 
3D-printed gun 
plans, despite ruling 


AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — The 

ownerof a Texascompany 
that makes untraceable 
3D-printed guns said Tues¬ 
day thathe hasbegun sell¬ 
ing the blueprints through 
his website to anyone who 
wants to make one, de¬ 
spite a federal court order 
barring him from posting 
the plansonline. 

Cody Wilson said at a news 
conference that he started 
selling the plans Tuesday 
morning and that he had 
already received nearly 
400 orders. He said he'll sell 
the plans for as little as a 
penny to anyone in the U.S. 
who wants them. 

"Anyone who wants to get 
these files is going to get 
them," Wilson said, noting 
he can only sell to U.S. cus¬ 
tomers. 'They can name 
theirown price." 

Wilson said that blueprints 
purchased through his 
company's website could 
be downloaded on a 
thumb drive and shipped 
to buyers by standard mail, 
sent by email or sent by 
some other secure down¬ 
load transfer. Some of his 
first sales included purchas¬ 
es made with crypto cur¬ 
rency, he said. 

Nineteen states and the 
District of Columbia had 
sought an injunction to 
stop a settlement that the 
State Department reached 
with Wilson's Austin-based 
company, Defense Distrib¬ 
uted, after the agency re¬ 
moved the 3D gun-making 
plans from a list of weap¬ 
ons or technical data that 
are not allowed to be ex¬ 
ported. "The states argued 
that online access to the 
undetectable plastic guns 
would pose a security risk 
and could be acquired by 
felons or terra rists 
On Monday, U.S. District 
J udge Robert Lasnik in Se¬ 
attle blocked Defense Dis¬ 
tributed from posting the 
blueprints online, saying, "It 
is the untraceable and un¬ 
detectable nature of these 
small firearms that poses a 
unique danger." 

Wilson said he believes the 
ruling allows him to sell the 


blueprints even if he can't 
post them online for free, 
widespread distribution. 
"Regulation underthe (law) 
means that the files can¬ 
not be uploaded to the 
internet, but they can be 
emailed, mailed, securely 
transmitted, or otherwise 
published within the United 
States,"the ruling said on its 
final page. 

"I'm following yesterday's 
orders that direct me to sell 
the files," Wilson said. 'The 
judge was very gracious to 
put that in black lettering." 
Washington Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bob Ferguson, whose 
office oversaw the federal 
lawsuit, said Tuesday that 
he believes the judge's rul¬ 
ing makesWilson'slatestac- 
tionsillegal."Because of our 
lawsuit, it is once again ille¬ 
gal to post downloadable 
gun files to the internet. I 
trust the federal govern¬ 
ment will hold Cody Wilson, 
a self-described 'crypto¬ 
anarchist,' accountable to 
that law," Ferguson said. "If

they don't, President Trump 
will be responsible for any¬ 
one who is hurt or killed as 
a result of these weapons." 
Andy Reuss, a U.S. Depart- 
mentofj ustice spokesman, 
declined to comment. 
Wilson said he anticipates 
that states may try to sue 
to stop him from selling the 
plans, but that he is rais¬ 
ing money for his legal de¬ 
fense. He also said he will 
continue to challenge the 
Monday court order. 

Wilson said he believes he 
could have previously sold 
the blueprints but didn't 
because he wanted to be 
able to post them online 
for widespread, free distri¬ 
bution. "For many years I 
chose notto sell these files I 


wasan open source advo¬ 
cate," Wilson said. "I don't 
expectto make money on 
it.'O

loxic pestic ides found at most illegal California pot farms

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

N me of every 10 illegal mar¬ 
ijuana farms raided in Cali¬ 
fornia this year contained 
traces of powerful and 
potentially lethal pesticides 
that are poisoning wildlife 
and could endanger wa¬ 
ter supplies, researchers 
and federal authorities said 
Tuesday. 

lhat's a jump from chemi¬ 
cals found at about 75 
percent of illegal growing 
operations discovered on 
public land last year, and 
it's six times as high as in 
2012. 

Federal and state officials 
launched a summer-long 
crackdown driven in part 
by new concern over the 
increase in the use of the 
highly toxic pesticide car- 
bofuran. 

Researcher Mourad Gabri¬ 
el, one of the few research¬ 
ers studying the ecological 
impact of illicit grow sites, 
said the pesticide isso pow¬ 
erful that a quarter-tea- 
spoon can kill a 300-pound 
(136-kilogram) bear. 

He and fellow researchers 
at the Integral Ecology Re¬ 
search Centerin northwest¬ 
ern California found 89 per¬ 
cent of sites this year have 
been confirmed or are 
strongly suspected to be 
contaminated with what 
he called "highly deadly 
toxic chemicals." 

"The crackdown aided by 


$2.5 million in federal mon¬ 
ey led to 95 growing sites 
and the removal of more 
than 10 tons of fertilizer, 
pesticidesand chemicals. 
U.S. Attorney McGregor 
Scott said federal authori¬ 
ties a re concentrating their 
efforts on hazardous illegal 
grows on public land in¬ 
stead of targeting Califor¬ 
nia 'snew recreational mari¬ 
juana industry. 

'This isn't about the mari¬ 
juana, it's about the dam¬ 
age that's being done," he 
said in an interview before 
a news conference to an¬ 
nounce the findings. "What 
is happening here is illegal 


underanybody's law." 
California Attorney General 
Xavier Becerra, who leads 
the nation's largest marijua¬ 
na eradication program, 
said state drug agents last 
week found gallons of car- 
bofuran being added to ir¬ 
rigation water at an illegal 
site in northwestern Califor¬ 
nia. The water ultimately 
makes it into the watersup- 
ply in a rugged, mountain¬ 
ous area near the city of 
Redding. 

Investigators suspect some 
illegal grows are now be¬ 
ing moved into agricultural 
areas where they blend in 
alongside legitimate mari¬ 


juana and other crops 
For example, they raided 
two illegal marijuana farms 
south of Sacramento this 
summer based on informa¬ 
tion on a cellphone found 
at an illegal grow in the 
Mendocino National Forest 
last year, Scott said. 
"Because of the legaliza¬ 
tion, our operating theory 
is that it's a whole lot easier 
to go set up a greenhouse 
in the valley somewhere 
than it to have to pack all 
of this stuff into the national 
forest," he said in the inter¬ 
view. 

The pot is mostly headed 
out of state and could not 


pass California's stringent 
standards for legal weed 
because traces of the toxic 
chemicals are often found 
in the p la nts, offic ia Is sa id. 
U.S. Forest Service Chief 
Forester Vicki Christiansen 
estimated that 1.2 billion 
gallons (4.5 billion liters) of 
scarce water are diverted 
to illicit grows in California 
national forests each year. 
And California is not a lone, 
with illegal drug traffickers 
found in 72 national forests 
in 21 states, she said, calling 
it "a major national prob¬ 
lem." 

Authorities seized nearly 
640,000 plants, more than 
25,000 pounds of pro¬ 
cessed pot, more than 80 
firearms, $225,000 in cash 
and made nearly 80arrests 
in California. They hauled 
out nearly 60 tons of trash, 
including nearly 84 miles 
(135 kilometers) of irrigation 
hose. 

Work crews cleaned up 160 
toxic sites, but have a wait¬ 
ing list of 830 contaminat¬ 
ed sites, some found eight 
yearsagoand still a wa iting 
theirtum. 

Part of the problem is the 
lethal pesticides pose a 
danger to cleanup crews, 
Scott said in the interview. 
"If they go in and there's 
a certain level of toxic¬ 
ity, they just have to back 
away and then let time go 
by before they can safely 
go in and try to do the rec¬ 
lamation," he said.Q

'We know from our own 
experience that this legal 
bullying tactic will work if it's 
not shut down," said Katie 
Redford, co-founder and 
director of Earth Rig hts Inter¬ 
national. 

The effort is to include bill¬ 
board advertisements, 
training sessions for journal¬ 


ists and nonprofits, panel 
discussions and rallies out¬ 
side the corporate offices 
of companies the groups 
believe use such lawsuits.

CHICAGO (AP) — The 

deadliest residential fire in 
years in Chicago claimed 
its tenth and final victim on 
Tuesday, as a 14-year-old 
boy who barely survived 
the blaze died at a hospi¬ 
tal. 

Although authorities ini¬ 
tially believed that two of 
the people killed by the 
pre-dawn Sunday fire at 
a Southwest Side apart¬ 
ment were adults, fire de¬ 
partment spokesman Larry 
Langford said they were 
all children who ranged in 
age from three months to 
theirteens 

Investigators on Tuesday 
were still trying to deter¬ 
mine the cause of the fire, 
but a police spokesman, 
Anthony Guglielmi, said 
they had ruled out arson. 
There were no working 
smoke alarms or adults at 
the home when the fire 
broke out, and the state's 
Department of Children 
and Family Services said 
Tuesday that it was in¬ 
vestigating "allegations 
of neglect" involving the 
children. A department 
spokeswoman, Alissandra 
Calderon, declined to go 
into furtherdetail about the 
nature of the allegations. 
Only two of the children 
didn't die at the scene, the 
teen who died Tuesday 
morning, Adrian Hernan¬ 
dez, and another 14-year- 
old who died Monday at a 
hospital. 


In an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press, Calderon said 
several families were af¬ 
fected by the fire and 
that her agency had had 
past dealings with three of 
them, though there were 
no pending DCFSinvestiga- 
tions involving those fami- 
liesatthe time ofthe fire. 
Guglielmi said the police 
department is communi¬ 
cating with DCFSaboutthe 
fire and that it's possible the 
department could launch 
a criminal investigation. 
Langford said the investi¬ 
gation revealed that the 10 
kids attending a sleepover 
in the home were appar¬ 
ently overwhelmed by 
smoke as they slept and 
never even awoke to flee 
the fire. 

"From where the bodies 
were, there isa high proba¬ 
bility ... that they were over¬ 
come by smoke," Langford 
said. "We didn't find any¬ 
body that looked like they 
were trying to get out the 
door." 

Had there been even a 
single working smoke alarm 
in the building, the victims 
could have simply walked 
out the front doorto safety, 
he said. 

While the police have ruled 
out arson, Langford said fire 
investigators were still try¬ 
ing to determine the exact 
cause ofthe deadliest resi¬ 
dential fire in the city in well 
overa decade. 

He said investigators deter¬ 
mined that the fire started 
on a back porch and that 


they have ruled out elec¬ 
trical wiring problems as a 
cause. After learning that 
children had set off fire¬ 


works from the porch and 
that people smoked ciga¬ 
rettes there, investigators 
were trying to determine

The move 
dealsa stinging blow to the 
environmental credibility of 
President Emmanuel Ma¬ 
cron. 

Clearly emotional, Nicolas 
Hulot said he'd not even 
told his wife, let alone Ma¬ 
cron or the prime minister, 
of his decision to stand 
down. The long-time en¬ 
vironmental advocate la¬ 
mented France'sslow pace 
of progress on green issues 


and his own lack of power 
to force change. 

His on-air resignation on 
France Inter radio was so 
out of the blue that the first 
reaction from an interview¬ 
er was: "Are you serious?" 

"I no longer want to lie to 
myself," Hulot said. "I don't 
want to create the illusion 
that my presence in gov¬ 
ernment means that we're 
up to standard on these is¬ 
sues, and so lam deciding 
to quit the government." 
Recruiting Hulot as a min¬ 
ister had been a coup for 
Macron, who hassoughtto 
position France asa cham¬ 
pion in the fight against en¬ 
vironmental degradation 
and as a counterweight 
to the climate change at¬ 


titudes of President Donald 
Trump. 

Losing Hulot so suddenly

shuffle and casts doubt on

Ma¬ 
cron's office confirmed 
there will be a reshuffle, but 
said it won't happen while 
the French leader is visiting 
Denmark and Finland this 
week. 

Speaking in Denmark, Ma¬ 
cron defended his gov¬ 
ernment as having "done 
more than any other on 
this subject." He urged pa¬ 
tience, saying: "It's a fight 
that isn't won from one day 
to the next." 

Hulot expressed hope that 
his resignation would stir 
French politicians and the 
public into action, calling it 
"an act of mobilization." 

"I no longer believe," Hulot

LONDON (AP) — Protest¬ 
ers demanded Northern 
Ireland's feuding political 
partiesget backto govern¬ 
ing, as the region matched 
a world record Tuesday for 
the longest peacetime pe¬ 
riod without a government. 
It has been 589 days since 
the Catholic-Protestant 
power-sharing adminis¬ 
tration collapsed in Janu¬ 
ary 2017 over a botched 
green-energy project. The 
rift soon widened to broad¬ 
er cultural and political is¬ 
sues separating Northern 
Ireland's British unionistsand 
Irish nationalists, and at¬ 
tempts to restore the gov¬ 
ernment have stalled. 
Belgium spent 589 days 
without an elected govern¬ 
ment between 2010 and 
2011. 


Protesters used the hashtag 
#wedeservebetter to call 
for the former governing 
parties, the Democratic 
Unionists and Sinn Fein, to 
restore the power-sharing 
government. Demonstra¬ 
tors planned to hold dem¬ 
onstrations in several cities 


on Tuesday evening. 

Civil servants have run the 
government in Northern Ire¬ 
land since the administra¬ 
tion collapsed, with major 
spending and policy deci¬ 
sions deferred. The British 
government stepped in to 
approve Northern Ireland's 


budget, but has resisted 
pressure to take direct con¬ 
trol from London. 

The political crisis has left 
1.8 million people without 
a government and threat¬ 
ens power-sharing, the key 
achievement of the 1998 
peace accord that ended 
decades of violence and 
bloodshed in Northern Ire¬ 
land. 

The British government 
agreed there was an "ur¬ 
gent need to resolve the 
current impasse." It said 
Tuesday its priority was 'to 
secure a basis for politi¬ 
cal talks and re-establish a 
locally elected, demo¬ 
cratically accountable de¬ 
volved government at the 
earliest opportunity." 

But there was little sign of 
reconciliation from North¬ 
ern Ireland's politicians. 


Democratic Unionist Party 
leader Arlene Foster said it 
was "long past the time to 
getbackinto government," 
but claimed Sinn Fein was 
the problem. 

The DUP marked Tuesday's 
milestone by unfurling a 
banner outside the Stor¬ 
mont government building 
calling on Sinn Fein to end 
its "b o yc o tt" of g o ve m me nt. 
Sinn Fein says the DUP is 
prolonging the stalemate 
by refusing to back legal 
protection for the Irish lan¬ 
guage and by blocking 
same-sex marriage, which 
is legal everywhere in the 
U.K. apart from Northern 
Ireland. 'Those rights issues 
will continue to have to 
be addressed, they are still 
here, they are still part of 
the reason why this institu¬ 
tion collapsed. □

In Spain, renewed efforts to appease victims of dictatorship

PATERNA, Spain (AP) — Re- 

medios Ferrer scrutinizes a 
pit where forensic archae¬ 
ologists are brushing away 
dusty soil and white traces 
of quicklime, unearthing 
four fractured skulls a mid a 
mass of bones and decay¬ 
ing clothes. 

Her anarchist grandfather, 
Mariano Brines, was sum¬ 
marily executed by a firing 
squad in Patema months 
after Gen. Francisco Fran¬ 
co proclaimed his victory 
in the 1936-39 Spanish Civil 
War. According to the fam¬ 
ily's account, Brines was 
buried along with 99 other 
sympathizers of the fallen 
republican regime just as 
the dictatorship cemented 
its authoritarian grip. 

Eight decades on, a new 
center-left government's 
move to exhume Franco 
from a controversial shrine 
also raised attention over 
an unresolved issue linked 
to his regime — the hun¬ 
dreds of anonymous mass 
graves that testify to the 
d ic ta to rsh ip's b ruta lity. 

Such efforts, legally active 
at least for the past de¬ 
cade, have been erratic, 
intermittent and led by vic¬ 
tims' descendants forced 
to seek independent, non¬ 
state funding, which has 
raised criticism from United 
Nationsbodiesand human 
rig hts organizations. 

But for descendants of 
victims like Ferrer, whose 
parents led her to French 
exile as a 2-year-old and 
died before discovering 
Brines' burial site, even the 
changes sought by Spain's 
new Socialist government 
are coming too late. 

"It makes me sad and an¬ 
gry, because it was heart¬ 
breaking for my mom, 


and before her for my 
grandmother, to know that 
grandpa was buried here 
like an animal," said Ferrer, 
now 66. 'They should be the 
onesstanding here." 
Patema is a town in the 
outskirts of coastal Valen¬ 
cia that has prospered in 
the shadow of an infamous 
execution wall still standing 
near the cemetery, holes 
of bullets still visible among 
flower bouquets and me¬ 
morials that locals place 
to remember the atrocities 
committed at the site. 
Military and civil guard fir¬ 
ing squads shot dead at 
least 2,238 prisoners here 
according to historians' re¬ 
search and the cemetery's 
records The remains are 
believed to have been 
thrown into 70 different 
mass graves and covered 


in the quicklime to seal off 
the site. 

On Tuesday, graveyard 
number 112 — where two 
batches of 50 prisoners 
were inhumed months af¬ 
ter the war ended in April 
1939 — was the latest to 
be opened in Patema. Af¬ 
ter days of careful digging 
underneath a layerof ordi¬ 
nary, casket-burials, pilesof 
skeletons emerged. 

Alex Calpe, one of the in¬ 
dependent archaeologists 
working at the site on be¬ 
half of relatives those killed, 
says the experts' work must 
be 'thorough" because its 
goal is'to deliver closure to 
the victims' families." 
Countrywide, the task 
ahead remains daunting. 
Mass graves are believed 
to hold at least 114,000 
victims of the Spanish Civil 


War — in which half a mil¬ 
lion people are believed 
to have died on all sides 
— and the fourdecadesof 
Francoism thatfollowed. 
Exhumation efforts began 
in earnest in 2007 with a 
new Historic Memory Law 
that condemned atrocities 
committed during Franco's 
regime, which lasted until 
1975. But the law fell short, 
leaving it up to local and 
regional governments to 
fund exhumations and 
DNA tests — which were 
often paid for by relatives 
through crowd-funding. 
The previous conservative 
administration declined to 
allocate any budget. 

'This is not a matter of poli¬ 
tics, whether left or right- 
wing this is something that 
should be done," said Car¬ 
men Gomez, who leadsthe 


association of 42 relatives 
who pushed for the open¬ 
ing of graveyard number 
112, ultimately paid for by 
a grant last year from the 
provincial government of 
Valencia. 

On Tuesday, armed with 
the evidence of remains 
showing cracked bones 
suggesting torture or vio¬ 
lent deaths, Gomez and 
Calpe's team of archae¬ 
ologists showed up in Pa¬ 
tema's local courthouse to 
request authorities to open 
a criminal investigation. 

The group explained that 
judges tend to dismiss the 
cases because crimesover 
20 years old fall under a 
1977 amnesty law that was 
key in ensuring the coun¬ 
try's peaceful transition to 
democracy, by protect¬ 
ing officials and members 
of Franco's security forces 
from future prosecution. 
Gomez says the amnesty 
law should be changed, 
or scrapped altogether, 
because it deprives their 
deceased relatives from 
justice. But the government 
has not shown any signs of 
wanting to revisit Franco- 
era judicial decisions in its 
efforts to amend the 2007 
Historic Memory Law. 

"I'm not looking for punish¬ 
ment for anybody, but we 
don't want our relatives to 
rema in c rimina Is in the eyes 
of history," Gomez said. 

For Ferrer, the exiled rela¬ 
tive, the unearthing of 
the grave where Brines is 
thought to be unleashed 
a tidal wave of hope and 
sa d ness. But she sa id it wa s 
a necessary step. 

'This country can't remain 
with such shame and dark¬ 
ness covered by layers of 
soil," she said.

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UN experts: Possible ware rimes by all parties in Yemen

GENEVA (AP) — UN. hu¬ 
man rights experts said 
Tuesday the governments 
of Yemen, the United Arab 
Emirates and Saudi Arabia 
may have been respon¬ 
sible for war crimes since 
Yemen's conflict intensi¬ 
fied 3y2 years ago, includ¬ 
ing rape, torture, arbitrary 
detention and use of child 
sold iers. 

Their report — the first since 
being mandated to inves¬ 
tigate by the U.N.-backed 
Human Rights Council 
nearly a year ago — is in¬ 
creasing international pres¬ 
sure on the Saudis' West¬ 
ern-backed coalition that 
already has been widely 
condemned for devastat¬ 
ing airstrikes on civilians as 
well ascombatants. 

The U.N. panel also pointed 
to possible war crimes by 
the Iran-aligned Houthi reb¬ 
els who have been fighting 
the coalition that gets sup¬ 
port from the U.S., Britain 
and France. 

In one of the first reactions 
to the report, a Saudi dip¬ 
lomat told The Associated 
Pressthatfindingswere "not 
accurate." 

In 2015, Saudi Arabia an¬ 
nounced it would lead a 
coalition of countries to 
against the Houthi rebels 
who had ousted Yemen's 
internationally recognized 
government. 

In the years since then, 
the U.N. says the conflict 
has become the world's 
worst humanitarian crisis, 
with more than 22 million 
people in desperate need 
in what isalready the Arab 
world's poorest country. 
The experts documented 
6,475 deaths from March 
2015 until lastj une, but said 
the real figure is likely to be 
significantly higher. Other 
groups have estimated 
tha t mo re tha n 10,000 ha ve 
been killed — excluding 
over 2,300 cholera deaths 
since April 2017 amid pitiful 
watersupplies. 

"Despite the severity of the 
situation, we continue to 
witness a total disregard of 
the suffering of the people 
of Yemen," said one of the 
experts, British human rights 
lawyer Charles Garraway. 
'This crisis has reached its

peak, with no apparent 
sight of light at the end of 
the tunnel." 

"It is indeed a forgotten cri¬ 
sis," he added. 

The report said the experts 
from Britain, Tunisia and 
Australia have "reasonable 
groundsto believe that the 
governments of Yemen, 
the United Arab Emirates 
and Saudi Arabia are re¬ 
sponsible for human rights 
violations." 

Among the violations were 
unlawful "deprivation of 
the right to life," arbitrary 
detention, rape, torture, 
enforced disappearances 
and child recruitment, the 
report said, adding thatthe 
Houthis were to blame for 
ma ny of the sa me a b uses. 
Much of the onus fell on 
Saudi Arabia, criticized 
for airstrikes that have hit 
schools, hospitalsand wed¬ 
ding parties. One airstrike 
struck a bus near a market 
inSaada provinces Houthi 
stronghold, in northern Ye¬ 
men on Aug. 9, killing more 
than 50 people, including 
40 children, and wounding 
dozens. 

Nearly a dozen deadly air¬ 
strikes the experts investi¬ 
gated in the last year "raise 
serious questions about the 
targeting process applied 
by the coalition," the re¬ 
port said. It chastised some 
in-the-field coalition fight¬ 
ers for "routinely" failing to 
seek information about tar¬ 


gets on official "no-strike" 
lists that should have been 
avoided. 

At a Pentagon news con¬ 
ference Tuesday, Defense 
Secretary Jim Mattis said 
the U.S. intendsto continue 
backing the coalition de¬ 
spite civilian casualties and 
questions a bout the Saudis' 
commitment to avoiding 
killing innocents. 

He defended U.S. sup¬ 
port for the coalition, say¬ 
ing American influence on 
the Arab aircampaign has 
made a difference in re¬ 
ducing instances of errant 
bombing and the targeting 
of c ivilia ns. 

He noted, however, that 
U.S. support is conditioned 
on a Saudi commitment to 
doing "everything humanly 
possible" to avoid any loss 
of innocent life and Riyadh 
supporting a U.N.-brokered 
peace process to end the 
civil war. The U.S. provides 
the coalition with intel¬ 
ligence, aerial refueling 
and military advice, but 
U.S. forces are not directly 
involved in the airstrikes or 
other fig hting. 

The experts' report urged 
the international communi¬ 
ty to "refrain from providing 
arms that could be used in 
the conflict"— an apparent 
reference to Western coun- 
triesthat have sold sophisti¬ 
cated weapons systems to 
the Gulf states It also was 
an apparent reference to 


Saudi nemesis Iran, which 
the coalition has accused 
of arming the Houthis 
They sharply criticized work 
by the coalition's J oint In¬ 
cidents Assessment Team, 
which was set up as a bul¬ 
wark against possible rights 
violations. They questioned 
the J lATs explanations for 
the airstrikes that have 
killed civilians, and chal¬ 
lenged its "independence 
and its ability to carry out 
impartial investigations." 

The experts began their 
investigation following a 
rights council resolution in 
September 2017 — with the 
assent of the Saudis them¬ 
selves. The Saudis repeat¬ 
edly had resisted earlier 
diplomatic efforts to orga¬ 
nize a more-intrusive inves¬ 
tigation of possible crimes 
and rights abuses in Ye¬ 
men, and criticized the ex¬ 
perts'findings 
The experts said they drew 
up a "confidential list" of 
people suspected of com¬ 
mitting international crimes 
and are giving it to the of¬ 
fice of the U.N. human 
rights chief. They declined 
to specify the number or 
say whether they were on 
rebel orgovemment sides 
The AP reported last year 
that the UAE and its al¬ 
lied militias were running a 
network of secret deten¬ 
tion facilities, beyond Ye¬ 
meni government control. 
In June, the AP reported 


hund reds of deta inees had 
been subjected to sexual 
abuse and torture. 

The Shiite rebels control 
some of Yemen's most 
populated western and 
northern areas, and hu¬ 
man rights ad vo cates have 
faulted them for planting 
land mines and targeting 
religious minorities and im¬ 
prisoned opponents 
Abdulaziz al-Alwasil, the 
Saudi ambassador to the 
U.N. in Geneva, told the 
AP that the report was "not 
accurate" and overlooked 
the bigger picture of an 
armed Houthi militia illegal¬ 
ly seizing territory from an 
internationally recognized 
government and at times 
firing missiles in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia. 

"It (the report) is surprising 
for us because it doesn't 
reflect the reality," he said. 
'We genuinely want to im¬ 
prove the situation in Ye¬ 
men: We are spending 
money there, our people 
are getting killed there. 
And Yemen isnota wealthy 
state . it's just our neighbor. 
And we think it is our re¬ 
sponsibility to make sure 
that this country is not used 
to attack the neighboring 
countries." 

Al-Alwasil insisted the coali¬ 
tion regularly reviewed its 
operations and would do 
so "with or without" the re¬ 
port. 

"I don't think it's going to 
have a major impact in 
the way that we review our 
procedures orthe way we 
conduct our military opera¬ 
tions," he said. 

In his response to the re¬ 
port, UAE Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Anwar 
Gargash tweeted that his 
country "must review it, an¬ 
swer its merits and review 
what it says about the hor¬ 
rors of the Houthis." 

The U.N. refugee agency, 
meanwhile, said more than 
450 civilians were killed in 
Yemen in the first nine days 
of August, making it one 
of the deadliest periods 
since the start of the war. 
Since June, the coalition 
has waged an offensive to 
clearthe port city of Hode- 
ida — pivotal for the entry

request fora ruling on thou¬ 
sands of deaths that have 
occurred during the crack¬ 
down. 

Lawyer Ed re Olalia said a 
50-page complaint against 
President Rodrigo Duterte 
was sent to an ICC pros¬ 
ecutor by email. Olalia 
said it accuses Duterte of 
ordering, inciting or toler¬ 
ating the drug killings from 
the start of his presidency in 
mid-2016 to this month. The 
Duterte administration said 
it expects the effort to fail. 

A similar complaint against 
Duterte was filed by a Fili¬ 
pino lawyer before the ICC 
last year and is currently 
being examined by a pros¬ 
ecutor. It foe uses on killings 
during an earlier crack¬ 
down by Duterte when 
he was mayor of southern 
Davao city. 

In their complaint Tuesday, 


the parents, sisters and wife 
of eight slain drug suspects 
seek an indictment of 
Duterte and reparationsfor 
the deaths that occurred 
during police a nti-d mg 
raids. The complainants 
also include a nongovem- 
mentgroup that helpsfam- 
ilies of victims, and are rep¬ 
resented by a legal group, 
the National Union of Peo¬ 
ples'Lawyers, led by Olalia. 
"It is our hope that with the 


court taking jurisdiction of 
herein complaint, it may 
force President Duterte to 
re-examine, if not aban¬ 
don, his distorted notion of 
mass murder to solve the 
country's dmg and crime 
problem," the complain¬ 
ants sa id. 

'The intervention of the ICC 
will save thousands more 
from slaughter," they said 
in the complaint, adding 
that instead of showing re¬ 


morse Duterte had vowed 
to "continue his killing ram¬ 
page" during a state of the 
nation speech last month 
in which he stressed the 
crackdown will presson "as 
relentlessand chilling ason 
the first day it began." 

The international court, 
which is based in The 
Hague, receives many 
such communications 
about alleged crimes from 
around the world and pros¬ 


ecutors are not obliged to 
open preliminary investiga¬ 
tions based on them. 

The first complaint against 
Duterte, which wasfiled by 
Filipino lawyer Jude Sabio, 
is currently being examined 
by ICC Prosecutor Fatou 
Bensouda. Prior to the filing 
of Sabio's information, Ben¬ 
souda said she was "deeply 
concerned" by reports of 
killings in the Philippines, 
adding that statements by 
"high officials" in the coun¬ 
try "seem to condone such 
killings" 

Duterte, a 73-year-old for¬ 
mer government prosecu¬ 
tor, denies condoning ex¬ 
trajudicial killings but has 
openly threatened drug 
dealers with death. "Re¬ 
morselessly and incorrigibly, 
President Duterte's state¬ 
ments are a command to 
kill," the complainants said, 
citing his offer of bounties 
for drug suspects and law 
enforcers who profit from 
drug crimes. 

Duterte has moved to with¬ 
draw the Philippines from 
the ICC, but the court has 
said the move would not 
affect Bensouda's prelimi¬ 
nary examination.^

Repoit Neatly 3,000 deaths in Rierto Rico linked to Maria

SAN j UAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Hurricane Maria killed 
nearly 3,000people in Puer¬ 
to Rico in the desperate, 
sweltering months after the 
storm — almost double the 
previous government es¬ 
timate — with the elderly 
and impoverished hit hard¬ 
est, according to an inde¬ 
pendent study ordered by 
the U.S. territory. 

The new estimate of 2,975 
dead in the six months af¬ 
ter Maria devastated the 
island in September 2017 
and knocked out the entire 
electrical grid was made 
by researchers with the 
Milken Institute School of 
Public Health at George 
Washington University. It 
wasreleased Tuesday. 

'We are hopeful that the 
government will accept 
this as an official death 
toll," said Lynn Goldman, 
dean of the institute. "A les¬ 
son from this is that efforts 
for assistance and recovery 
need to focus as much as 
possible on lower-income 
areas, on people who are 
older, who are more vulner¬ 
able." 

The finding is almost twice 
the government's previous 
estimate, included in a re¬ 
cent report to Congress, 
that there were 1,427 more 
deaths than normal in the 
three months after the 
storm. 

The George Washington 
researchers said the offi¬ 
cial count from the Sept. 20 
hurricane was low in part 
because doctors were not 
trained in how to classify 
deathsaftera disaster. 

The number of deaths from 
September 2017 to Febru¬ 
ary 2018 was 22 percent 


higher than the same pe¬ 
riod in previousyears, Gold¬ 
man said. 

The office of Puerto Rico 
Gov. Ricardo Rossello did 
not immediately return a 
message forcomment. 

The number of dead has 
political implications for 
the Trump administration, 
which was accused of re¬ 
sponding half-heartedly to 
the disaster. Shortly after 
the storm, when the official 
death toll stood at 16, Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump mar¬ 
veled over the small loss of 
life compared to that of "a 
real catastrophe like Ka¬ 
trina." 

Hurricane Katrina, which 
struc k New 0 rlea ns in 2005, 
was directly responsible for 
about 1,200 deaths, ac¬ 
cording to the National Hur¬ 
ricane Center. That does 
not include indirect deaths 
of the sort the George 


Washington researchers 
counted in Puerto Rico. 
Rep. Nydia Velazquez, a 
New York Democrat, said 
the report shows the U.S. 
government failed the 
people of Puerto Rico. 
'These numbers are only 
the latest to underscore 
that the federal response 
to the hurricanes was disas¬ 
trously inadequate and, as 
a result, thousands of our 
fellow American citizens 
lost their lives," she said in a 
statement. 

There is no national stan¬ 
dard for how to count 
disaster-re la ted deaths 
While the National Hurri¬ 
cane Center reports only 
direct deaths, such as 
those caused by flying de¬ 
bris or drowning, some lo¬ 
cal governments may in¬ 
clude indirect deaths from 
sue h thing s a s hea rt a tta c ks 
and house fires. 


Researchers with George 
Washington said they 
counted deaths over the 
span of six months — a 
much longer period than 
usual — because so many 
people were without pow- 
erduring thattime. 

'That caused a number 
of issues," Goldman said, 
adding that people were 
forced to exert themselves 
physically or we re exposed 
to intense heat without fa ns 
orairconditioning. "It'sfairiy 
striking that you have so 
many households without 
electricity for so long. That's 
unusual in the U.S. after a 
disaster." 

Puerto Rico's government 
released data in June 
showing increases in sev¬ 
eral illnesses in 2017 that 
could have been linked to 
the storm: Cases of sep¬ 
sis, a serious bloodstream 
infection usually caused 


by bacteria, rose from 708 
in 2016 to 835 last year. 
Deaths from diabeteswent 
from 3,151 to 3,250, and 
deaths from heart illnesses 
increased from 5,417 to 
5,586. 

Bethzaida Rosado said 
government and health 
care officials were not pre¬ 
pared for the storm, and 
she is still angry her 76-year- 
old mother died because 
oxygen tanks were not 
available on the island af- 
terthe hurricane. 

"Do you know what it's like 
to see your mother run out 
of oxygen?" she said. "I 
don't wish that on anyone." 
Months ago, the Rossello 
administration stopped 
updating its official death 
toll at 64 and ordered the 
independent investigation 
amid suspicions the dead 
were substantially under¬ 
counted. 

The first phase of the study 
cost $305,000. In the sec¬ 
ond phase, the researchers 
plan to focuson the causes 
of death. 

The researchers found that 
the riskofdeath was45 per¬ 
cent higher for those living 
in impoverished commu¬ 
nities, and that men older 
than 65 saw a continuous 
elevated risk of death. 

They also reported that 
physicians and others told 
them that Puerto Rico's 
government did not notify 
them about federal guide¬ 
lines on how to document 
deaths related to a major 
disaster. 

"Others expressed reluc¬ 
tance to relate deaths to 
hurricanes due to concern 
a bout the subjectivity of this 
determination and about li¬ 
ability," the reportsaidO

U.S. Open, so much so that 
no fewerthan five quit their 
matches, with three citing 
cramps or heat exhaustion. 
About 2 hours into the day's 
schedule, the U.S. Tennis 
Association decided to 
do something it never had 
at this tournament: offer 
men the chance to take a 
10-minute break before the 
fourth set if a match went 
that far. That is similar to 
the existing rule forwomen, 
which allows for 10 min¬ 
utes of rest before a third 
set when there is excessive 
heat. 

The whole thing raised sev¬ 
eral questions: Should the 
genders have the same 
rules moving forward? 
Should the U.S. Open avoid 
having matches during the 
hottest part of the day, not 
just for the players' sake 
but also to help specta¬ 
tors? Should the men play 
best-of-three-set matches 
at majors, instead of best- 
of-five? Should the 25-sec- 
ond serve clock, making its 
Grand Slam debut here, be 
shut off to let players have 
more time to recover be¬ 
tween points? 

"At the end of the day, the 
ATP or a lot of the supervi¬ 


sors, they're kind of sitting in 
theiroffices, where (there's) 
an A.C. system on, where 
it's cool. And we have to 
be out there. They tell us it's 
fine; they're not the ones 
playing," said No. 4 seed 
Alexander Zverev, who 
won in straight sets in the 
early evening, when it was 
far less harsh. "For sure, the 
rule should be more strict. 
There should be a certain 
temperature, certain con¬ 
ditions where we shouldn't 
be playing." 

How bad wasitoutthere at 
its worst Tuesday? 

"Bloody hot," said two-time 
major semifinalist J ohanna 
Konta, who lost 6-2, 6-2 to 
No. 6Caroline Garcia. 
"Brutal,"said 2014U.S. Open 
champion Marin Cilic, who 
advanced when his oppo¬ 
nent retired in the third set. 
"Really not easy," said 
three-time Grand Slam title 
winner Angelique Kerber, 
who defeated Margarita 
G a spa rya n 7-6 (5), 6-3. 
'Terrible. It's awful out 
there," said Tennys Sand- 
gren, an American who 
won in straight sets and will 
face Djokovic in the sec¬ 
ond round. "I don't know 
how guys are hanging in 
there.

elbow. 

He isa popularpickto hoist 
the trophy again, coming 
off a Wimbledon title inj uly 
and a victory over Roger 
Federer in the final of the 
hard-court Cincinnati Mas¬ 
ters in August.

PARAMUS, N.J. (AP) — The 

description of Bryson De- 
Chambeau as a "mad 
scientist" is appropriate as 
long as this much is under¬ 
stood. 

The scientist is always work¬ 
ing, always searching, rare¬ 
ly satisfied. 

DeChambeau, without 
question, is a "different 
kind of cat." Those were his 
words last week after he 
shota career-low 63to take 
a four-shot lead into the fi¬ 
nal round, and then missed 
only two greensand never 
let anyone closer than two 
shotsatThe Northern Trust. 
Itwashisthird PGATourvic- 
tory in a little more than a 
year, moving him to No. 
12 in the world and, for the 
moment, No. 1 in the FedEx 
Cup. 

He does love his science. 
DeChambeau talks more 
about biomechanics than 
birdies and bogeys. 

When he withdrew af¬ 
ter the first round of the 
Valspar Championship in 
March with an injury, he 
described it the following 
week as inflammation of his 
QL Perhaps noticing some 
blank looks, or realizing not 
everyone speaks the same 
language, DeChambeau 
explained. 

"It was because my qua- 
dratus lumborum wasn't 
working," he said. "My il- 
liacus, longissimus thoracis, 
they were all kind of over¬ 
working, if you want to get 
technical on that. But they 
weren't working very well 
and I overworked them." 
More blank stares. 

"Pretty much my lower right 
back was hurting and I rest¬ 
ed it," he said. "How about 
that?" 


So this scientist also has a 
sense of humor. 
DeChambeau is the NCAA 
and U.S. Amateur cham¬ 
pion who uses single-length 
shafts — 37% inches, or 
roughly the length of a 
7-iron — in all his clubs. He 
believes it could be revo¬ 
lutionary in golf, and he 
might be right. He also be¬ 
lieves there is more than 
one way to skin a cat, even 
a different kind of cat. 
Beneath it all is a 24-year- 
old Californian with a re¬ 
lentless work ethic. 

That's what makes him tic k. 
Video captured him so frus¬ 
trated on the range at the 
British Open that at one 
point he crouched and put 


both hands over his face. 
That doesn't make him dif¬ 
ferent. It makes him a golf¬ 
er. He had another long 
range session on the eve 
of The Northern Trust. And 
he worked as long as light 
would allow Saturday after

"It's half of what I do in my 
off weeks," DeChambeau 
said. "People don't realize 
how ha rd I work to try a nd 
get a better understand¬ 
ing of my biomechanics.

People would dis¬ 
agree with that, but I've al¬ 
ways had to work twice as 
hand as everybody grow¬ 
ing up.

14, 15, I started working re¬ 
ally hard and that's kind of 
whatchanged my game." 
A physics majorat SMU, he 
was asked if he was an A 
student in high school. 

Yes. But he had to work for 
it. 

"I wasn't great at reading 
and writing," DeCham¬ 
beau said. "But I certainly 
worked my butt off to be 
an A student. And I'll never 
forget the first time I got a B 
in high school. I was morti¬ 
fied because I had worked 
so hard, and I just wasn't 
good enough in writing. ... 
That's been me my whole 
life. I've had to grind and 
work it out and figure it out 
on my own." 


Reading. Writing. Notice he 
didn't mention arithmetic. 
He smiled. 

'Well, that's a given, I think," 
he said. "I do like numbers. 
I'm more of a theoretical 
guy than a data-analytics 
guy. For whatever reason, 
God hasblessed me to see 
things in just a unique and 
different way in regards to 
spatial awareness, if you 
want to say that." 

No one followed up on 
spatial awareness. 
DeChambeau has found 
a practice round partner 
in Tiger Woods, or maybe it 
wasthe otherway around.

During those rounds, Woods 
has picked up on the es¬ 
sence of DeChambeau.

It was one year ago when 
DeChambeau developed 
a severe callus on the top 
of his finger, an odd place 
for it. He attributed it to 
having oversized grips, the 
way he holdsthe club and, 
of course, long hours.

COLUMBUS Ohio (AP) — 

Ohio State coach Urban 
Meyer's current suspension 
and previous paid leave 
have restricted him from 
talking football with his staff 
and athletes during August 
with one exception — a 
team meeting the day af¬ 
ter the suspension was an¬ 
nounced. 

Meyerand athletic director 
Gene Smith were allowed 
to meet with the players 
and coaches for about 45 
minutes last Thursday, ac¬ 
cording to emails sent to 
Meyer by the senior vice 
president for human re¬ 
sources, Susan Basso. 

The emails outlining the de¬ 
tails of Meyer's suspension 
were obtained by The As¬ 
sociated Press on Tuesday 
through an open records 
request and first reported 
by Ohio State's campus 
newspaper, The Lantern. 
Meyer can't attend prac¬ 
tices, meetings or official 
events, and can't conduct 
any business related to be¬ 
ing head coach. He also 
will lose six weeks of salary 

— approximately $500,000 

— in a year he is slated to 
earn $7.6 million under a 
deal that runsth rough 2022. 
Meyerand Smith were sus¬ 
pended overtheirhandling 
of a now-fired assistant 
coach who was accused 
of domestic violence. Mey- 
erresumessome coaching 
duties Monday but can't 
coach during the first three 
games. He will be allowed 
to run practices after the 
team's first game. 
Meyerand athletic director 
Gene Smith met with the 
team on Thursday. Meyer 
received written details of 
the suspension on Sunday, 
four days after the disci¬ 
pline wasannounced pub¬ 
licly. At 5:53 p.m. Monday, 
Meyer was sent an email 
from Basso confirming that 
the Thursday meeting — "in 
order to apologize to the 
team" — had been autho¬ 
rized. A university spokes¬ 
man said Ohio State Presi¬ 


dent Michael V. Drake had 
authorized the meeting 
with the "understanding 
and support" of members 
of the board of trustees. 
Meyer's sideline substitute 
for the first three games 
will be 39-year-old co-of- 
fensive coordinator/quar¬ 
terbacks coach Ryan Day, 
a second-year Ohio State 
assistant who has never be¬ 
fore been a head coach 
but has been filling in while 
Meyer is out. 

"I will tell you that we were 
happyto see him,"Daysaid 
of the Thursday meeting, 
adding that 'there were a 
lot of hugs." 

"As you can imagine he 
was kind of giving them an 
update on whatwasgoing 
on, kind of explaining some 
of the situation and talking 
about moving forward," 
Day said during a Big Ten 
coaches conference call. 
"We try to keep most of 
those meetings between 
us, but that was the gist of 
it." 

At a media availability 
with Ohio State captains 
on Tuesday, the first since 
preseason camp opened, 
university communications 
staffers tried to block ques¬ 
tions about Meyerand the 
investigation, cutting off 
reporters by firmly saying 
'football questions only." 
But a few of the players 
were able to touch on it. 
Senior H-back Pa nis Camp¬ 
bell said that while the rou¬ 
tine continues, Meyer's ab¬ 
sence is conspicuous. 

"His presence obviously just 
overwhelms a lot of peo¬ 
ple, the opposing team or 
just having him in the locker 
room," Campbell said. "He 
just has a presence. He's a 
leader, one of the greatest 
coaches of all time. I think 
that's what we're missing. 
You just can't put that into 
words, you know what I 
mean?" 

The suspensions followed 
a two-week investigation 
that found Meyerand the 
athletic director misman¬ 
aged now-fined assistant 
coach Zhch Smith, who 
was accused of domestic 


violence and other prob¬ 
lematic behavior. Zach 
Smith — the grandson of 
former Ohio State coach 
and Meyer mentor Earle 
Bruce — has denied being 
aggressive with hisex-wife. 
Meyer eventually acknowl¬ 
edged he was aware of 
domestic violence allega¬ 
tions from 2015 but didn't 
fire Sch Smith until J uly 24, 


after his ex-wife was grant¬ 
ed a domestic protection 
order. 

Because Zach Smith wasn't 
arrested for domestic vi¬ 
olence in 2015, neither 
Meyer nor athletic director 
Gene Smith believed they 
were obligated to report it 
to university offic ia Is.

King wins 4th Vue Ha stage, 
Kwiatkowski keeps red jeisey 


ALFACAR, Spain (AP) — Benjamin King 
of the United States dominated the fi¬ 
nal climb to win the fourth stage of the 
Spanish Vuelta on Tuesday, with overall 
leader Michael Kwiatkowski keeping the 
red jersey despite losing time. 

King was in control through the final me¬ 
ters of the 161.4-kilometer (100.3-mile) 
stage, comfortably securing the victory 
and becoming the first American to win 
a Vuelta stage since ChrisHomerin 2013. 
"I didn't start believing until the last kilo¬ 
meter," the 29-year-old King said. "I'm 
still in shock. I set winning a Grand Tour 
stage asa goal for myself. I've worked so 
hard for this" 

Nikita Stalnov crossed the line two sec¬ 
onds behind King, and Pierre Rolland 
wasthird, 13secondsbehind the winner. 
King and Stalnov got away with about 
10 kilometers (6 miles) to go and were 
joined by Rolland atthe summit, but King 
wasable to overpowerthem in the final 
meters 

"At some point I realized the front group 
would fight for the stage but I wasn't 


convinced I'd be the strongest," said 
King, of team Dimension Data. "I was to¬ 
tally jacked up, I could feel the cramps 
but I stayed strong in the head and got 
it. It's incredible." 

Kwiatkowski, leading Team Sky in the 
absence of 2017 Vuelta champion Chris 
Froome, had his 14-second lead cut in 
ha If, with Ema nuel Buc hma nn moving to 
second place after a ninth-place finish 
on Tuesday. 

'Today's scenario was perfect for me," 
Kwiatkowski said. "It wasn't my interest 
to chase the break, but to maintain a 
good position and save some strength 
and that's what I did." 

Simon Yates, who was eighth on Tues¬ 
day, jumped to third overall, 10 seconds 
off the lead, while local favorite Alejan¬ 
dro Valverde dropped from second to 
fourth, 12 secondsoff the pace.

Medically, menopause is defined as: when 
you have not had a menstruation in a year. In 
fact.

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Cold, dry climate shifts linked to Neanderthal disappearance

periodsof cold and dry cli¬ 
mate helped our species 
replace Neanderthals in 
Europe, a study suggests 
Researchers found that 
such cold periods coincid¬ 
ed with an apparent disap- 
pea ranee of ourevolution- 
arycousinsin different pa rts 
of the continent, followed 
by the appearance of our 
species, Homo sapiens. 
'Whether they moved or 
died out, we can't tell," said 
Michael Staubwasser of 
the University of Cologne in 
Germany. 

Neanderthals once lived in 
Europe and Asia but died 
out a bout 40,000 yearsago, 
just a few thousand years 
after our species, Homo 
sapiens, arrived in Europe. 
Scientists have long debat¬ 
ed what happened, and 
some have blamed the 
change in climate. Other 
proposed explanations 
have included epidemics 
and the idea that the new¬ 
comers edged out the Ne¬ 
anderthals fo r re so u rc es. 
Staubwasser and col¬ 
leagues reported their find¬ 
ings Monday in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 


Ac a demy of Sciences. They 
drew on existing climate, 
archaeological and eco¬ 
logical data and added 
new indicators of ancient 
climate from studies of two 
caves in Romania. 

Their study highlighted two 
cold and dry periods One 


began about 44,000 years 
ago and lasted about 
1,000 years The other be¬ 
gan about 40,800 years 
ago and lasted six cen¬ 
turies. The timing of those 
events matches the peri¬ 
ods when artifacts from Ne¬ 
anderthals disappear and 


signs of H. sapiens appear 
in sites within the Danube 
River valley and in France, 
they noted. 

The climate shifts would 
have replaced forest with 
shrub-filled grassland, and 
H. sapiens may have been 
better adapted to that 


new environment than the 
Neanderthalswere, so they 
could move in after Nean¬ 
derthals disappeared, the 
researchers wrote. 

Katerina Harvati, a Nean¬ 
derthal expert at the Uni¬ 
versity of Tuebingen in Ger¬ 
many who wasn't involved 
in the study, said it's helpful 
to have the new climate 
data from southeastern Eu¬ 
rope, a region that H. sapi¬ 
ens is thought to have used 
to spread through the con¬ 
tinent. 

But she said it's unclear 
whether Neanderthals dis¬ 
appeared and H. sapiens 
appeared at the times the 
authors indicate, because 
the studies they cite rely on 
limited evidence and are 
sometimesopento dispute. 
Chris Stringer of the Natural 
History Museum in London 
said he thought the paper 
made a good case for an 
impact of the climate shifts 
on Neanderthals, although 
he believes other factors 
were also at work in their 
disappearance. 

Rick Potts of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution called 
the study "a refreshing 
new look" at the species

Worldwide gun deaths teac h 250,000yearly; U.& ranks high

CHICAGO (AP) — Gun 

deaths worldwide total 
about 250,000 yearly and 
the United States is among 
just six countries that make 
up half of those fatalities, a 
study found. 

The results from one of the 
most comprehensive anal¬ 
yses of firearm deaths re¬ 
veal "a majorpublic health 
problem for humanity," 
according to an editorial 
published with the study 
Tuesday in the Journal of 
the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

Although recent headlines 
make it seem like gun kill¬ 
ings are surging globally, 
the new figures tell a more 
nuanced story. 

Researchers counted 
about 209,000 gun deaths 
in 1990 compared to 
251,000 in 2016. The av¬ 
erage rate, about 4 per 
100,000 people, was mostly 


unchanged. 

Two-thirds of the deaths in 
2016 were homicides, al¬ 
though the U.S. is among 
wealthy countries where 
suicides by gun outnum¬ 
ber gun killings, the study 
found. 

The numbers reflect more 
than "how many guns are 
around in a country," said 
lead author Dr. Christo- 
pherMurray, a professorof 
health metrics at the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington. Cul¬ 
tural belie fsaboutgunsand 
suicide vary widely around 
the world, he noted, add¬ 
ing, 'That's where we get 
this incredible range of fire¬ 
arm deaths." 

There were larger increases 
in many of the 195 countries 
involved in the study, par¬ 
ticularly in Central Ameri¬ 
can and South America, 
where the rates reached 
nearly 40 per 100,000 in 
some places. Researchers 
said the drug trade and 


economic instability may 
have contributed. 

Brazil, Colombia, Guate¬ 
mala, Mexico and Venezu¬ 
ela are the countries that 
with the U.S. contributed 
to half the study deaths 
The study raises concerns 
about the lack of research 
on causes of gun violence 
and ways to prevent it, the 
editorial said. 

Among the findings: 

—In 2016, 64 percent of 
global gun deaths were 
homicides, 27 percent 
were suicides and 9 per¬ 
cent were accidental. 
—Gun deaths in the U.S. 
climbed from 35,800 in 1990 
to 37,200 in 2016, but the 
rate dipped slightly to 11 
per 100,000. Gun suicides 
increased from 19,700 to 
23,800. 

—The U.S. had the second- 
highest gun suicide rate in 
2016, just over 6 deaths per 
100,000 — a slight dip from 
the 1990 rate. □

NEW YORK (AP) — The frus¬ 
trating ly long wait for Ta¬ 
mara Jenkins' follow-up to 
her 2007 Oscar-nominated 
film, 'The Savages,"seemed 
to finally be coming to end. 
She had spent two years 
on the script to "Private 
Life,"and secured Katheryn 
Hahn and Paul Giamatti to 
starasa middle-aged New 
York couple navigating the 
medical and emotional 
gauntlet of assisted repro¬ 
duction. But just when the 
production was ready to 
go, the company that had 
developed it, Amazon Stu¬ 
dios, stepped back, leav¬ 
ing J enkins in the lure h. 
Enter Netflix. 

"I think 'swooped' would 
be the perfect word. They 
saved it," says Jenkins, the 
56-year-old filmmaker of 
'The Slums of Beverly Hills" 
"I was scared. I thought 
we're going to blow it. We 
were going to miss the win¬ 
dow. And then Netflix said, 
'We'll do it' and they said it 
incredibly fast." 

Jenkins' "Private Life" (Oct. 
5) is part of what may be 
the most extensive fall mov¬ 
ie slate any studio ha sever 
put together. Between 
September and Christ¬ 
mas, Netflix will release at 
least 25 films. There will be 
one or two new movies re¬ 
leased almost every week, 
many of them by the most 
sought-after filmmakers in 
Hollywood. 

Among them: Nicole Holof- 
cener's midlife crisis drama 
'The Land of Steady Hab¬ 
its" (Sept. 14), J enemy Saul- 
nier's northern Alaska thriller 
"Hold the Dark" (Sept. 28), 
Paul Greengrass' docu- 
drama on the 2011 Nor¬ 
way terra list attack "22 J uly" 
(Oct. 19), David Macken¬ 
zie's Robert the Bruce epic 
'Outlaw King" (Nov. 9), Joel 
and Ethan Coen's Western 
anthology film 'The Ballad 
of Buster Scruggs" (Nov. 
16) and Alfonso Cuaron's 
'Gravity" follow-up "Roma." 
And that's not even men¬ 
tioning a new work, the 
posthumously completed 
"The OtherSide ofthe Wind," 
from a long-unheard-from 
filmmaker: Orson Welles 
A year after "Mudbound" 
became Netflix's biggest 
Oscar contender yet, the 


streaming giant's program¬ 
ming push (it's spending 
some $8 billion in 2018) is 
heading into this year's 
awardsseason with a wave 
of prestige and genre-mov¬ 
ie reinforcements Whether 
the Netflix tide will roll all 
the way into the Acade¬ 
my Awards remains to be 
seen. (Some, like Steven 
Spielberg, have suggested 
Netflix films, with their small, 
token theatrical releases, 
are more like TV movies 
and should qualify for the 
Emmys, not the Oscars.) 

But regardless, the Netf¬ 
lix powerhouse fall lineup 
would be the envy of most 
any studio. It'sa significant 
surge for a company with 
an up-and-down record 
in terms of the quality of its 
original films. (See: "Bright," 
"War Machine" or any of 
the Adam Sandler movies) 
And though critics have 
claimed Netflix releases 
can get lost in its sea of 
programming options, it will 
be hard to miss the Netflix 
moviesthisfall. There will be 
six Netflix films at the Ven¬ 
ice Film Festival and eight 
at the Toronto International 
Film Festival. 

"I usually turn it on its head 
and say: Look, movies are 
found on Netflix," says Ian 
Bricke, co-head of Netflix's 
indie film division. "And it's 
certainly important for us, 
too, that these movies are 


in the culture. 'Private Life' 
was at Sundance, will be 
at the New York Film Fes¬ 
tival, will be in theaters. It 
will be written about and 
experienced and talked 
about in a way that any 
other film would be, and 
can reach potentially, over 
a very short period of time, 
a really meaningful audi¬ 
ence all overthe world. To 
me, that's the best of both 
worlds." 

Cuaron's much antici¬ 
pated "Roma" had been 
headed for Cannes But 
after Netflix pulled its films 
from the French festival af¬ 
ter Cannes ruled them out 
from the main competition, 
"Roma" will instead hit the 
Venice, Toronto and the 
New York festivals before 
arriving on Netflix in De¬ 
cember. For the Mexican 
filmmaker of 'Gravity" and 
'Children of Men," the '70s- 
set, black-and-white, Span- 
ish-language "Roma" is a 
bold departure thatforced 
Cuaron to remake himself 
as a filmmaker. 

But like J enkins' "Private 
Life," Cuaron's deeply per¬ 
sonal film, about the Mex¬ 
ico City neighborhood of 
his youth, was never going 
to be an easy sell to distrib¬ 
utors. Netflix, where original 
films a re typically watched 
by millions, meant a global 
release far beyond the art 
house. Cuaron calls Neflix's 


support of "Roma" "unprec¬ 
edented." 

'The specialized film, the 
so-called foreign film mar¬ 
ket nowadays is very chal¬ 
lenging and sometimes 
their resources are limited," 
says Cuaron "Netflix fully 
believe in the film and they 
understand these kinds of 
films can have a huge au¬ 
dience. So now they are 
in a creative and aggres¬ 
sive way supporting the 
film. What they offered was 
absolutely compelling. I'm 
really, really grateful for 
them." 

For Cuaron, making 
"Roma," about a domestic 
worker for a middle-class 
family, was part of con¬ 
necting again with the "per¬ 
sonal journey" of cinema. 
He estimates 90 percent of 
it is based on his memories. 
He went to great lengths 
to recreate his childhood 
home. None ofthe crew or 
cast had a script. 

"It's something that's been 
brewing for a long, long, 
long time," he says of the 
film. 

Jenkins, too, was pulling 
from her own experience 
for "Private Life." The film is 
partly based on the preg¬ 
nancy trials of her own with 
her husband, the screen¬ 
writer J im Taylor. Even 
though it wasn't Jenkins' 
initial instinct to dramatize 
that c ha pter of her life. 


'When I was kind of down¬ 
loading my woes or what¬ 
ever, a girlfriend of mine 
who'sa filmmaker said, 'Oh 
my god, you should really 
write a bout that.'And I was 
like, 'No way! I'll never do 
that! Gross!"' says Jenkins 
But as she witnessed more 
friends going through simi¬ 
lar fertility challenges, she 
reconsidered. 'There was 
something so existential 
about that problem. It's so 
primal. I just thought it was 
a great lensto examine this 
couple." 

Both "Private Life" and Ho- 
lofcener's "The Land of 
Steady Habits" were aban¬ 
doned in development 
elsewhere when they were 
picked up by Bricke and his 
fellow indie co-head Matt 
Levin. Without consulting 
content chief Ted Saron¬ 
dos, they can greenlight 
anything with a budget un- 
der$10 million. 

'We have a business model 
and an appetite for cre¬ 
ative risk that's not unique 
but is relatively scarce," 
says Bricke. 'When a Char¬ 
lie Kauffman ora Tamara 
Jenkins or a Nicole Holof- 
cener comes around, it's 
pretty easy for us to jump in 
with them." 

Holofcener's film stars Ben 
Mendelsohn as Anders Hill, 
a Connecticut man who 
has left his wife (Edie Falco), 
quit his job in finance and 
begun acting recklessly. 
Based on Ted Thompson's 
novel, it's the first adapta¬ 
tion for Ho lofcener, the writ- 
er-directorof "Enough Said" 
and "Friends With Money," 
and the first centered on a 
man. 

"I absolutely identify with 
him, as a parent, as a di¬ 
vorced parent, who inevi¬ 
tably is going to make mis¬ 
takes," says Holofcener." I 
like to think I don't make 
such serious mistakes or 
catastrophic mistakes as 
Anders makes. But we're 
all so flawed and stumbling 
along on our own and try¬ 
ing to be role models for 
our kids They go what¬ 
ever way they want and 
we can't control them. It's 
scary. I relate to that in him. 
I'm nicer than he is, I like to 
think, and not as screwed 
up. Butthat'swhat makesa

The tenor is a market ven¬ 
dor himself: Francisco Pe¬ 
ri raza sells shoes seven 
days a week near the Ba¬ 
silica of Guadalupe. He 
trained to sing opera via 
private lessons from the 
age of 16 until 30, but he 
felt excluded from the tight- 
knit opera circle in Mexico. 
He performed when and 
where he could, often as 
a backup singer for bands 
that play regional Mexican 
music.

'With Gandhi, I loved him. 
With Simon, I loved him. 
With Otto, I loved him. With 
Itzhak (Stem), I loved him. 
But him — I'll nail you to the 
gates of Auschwitz. I'll put 
you up there so everyone 
can see what you did, what 
you stood for and who you 
are," Kingsley told Ihe As¬ 
sociated Press in a recent 
interview. 

The story takes place fif¬ 
teen years after the end 
of World War II. A team of 
Mossad agents travel to Ar¬ 
gentina with the extremely 
dangerous mission of smug¬ 
gling Eichmann out of the 
country to bring him to jus¬ 
tice in Israel. 

Eichmann, wanted for war 
crimes, was living in the 
South American country 
afterescaping Germanyat

the end of the war. He was 
the main architect of the 
Final Solution, the Nazi plan 
to exterminate Jews that 
led to more than six million 
deaths. 

"I put him into the camera 
for you to judge him, for 
you to see. I've let go of him 
and I dedicated my perfor¬ 
mance to Elie Wiesel and 
the millions who lost their 
lives under his command," 
Kingsley said. 


"Ratherthan saying to the 
man that I portrayed, 'I am 
doing thisforyou, 1 because 
I certainly wasn't, I used to 
say to Elie Wiesel, 'I'm doing 
thisforyou,' because I know 
that Elie and other survivors 
said quite rightly that if we 
forget the six million, we are 
murdering them all over 
again." 

In the film, the rhetoric spo¬ 
ken by Eichmann bares an 
eerie similarity to the vicious

debates currently surround¬ 
ing the immigration issue 
in the United States and 
across the globe. Kingsley 
sees the film as a caution¬ 
ary tale and hopesthat au¬ 
diences "will have thoughts 
after the seeing the film 
that they did not have be¬ 
fore." 

After protests by neo-Nazis 
and white supremacists 
last year in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, Kingsley thinks it's 


important to not forget the 
lives lost in the Holocaust, 
so it doesn't happen again. 
"Memory is vitally impor¬ 
tant, truth and memory. 
I'm quoting now Elie Wi¬ 
esel, whom I met on sev¬ 
eral occasions I loved his 
company. It was definitely 
being in the company of 
what I would say would be 
comparable to an Old Tes¬ 
tament prophet. I felt that 
also when I wasin the pres¬ 
ence of Simon Wiesenthal 
for a II those months when I 
portrayed him. And Smon, 
quite clearly said that it 
could happen again. And 
so did Elie in his heroic pes¬ 
simistic moments."

QUEBEC CITY (AP) — It's 
what's inside the historic 
wall of Quebec City that 
makes people want to 
visit. It's what's outside that 
makes people want to stay. 
To visit without venturing 
outside the 17th century 
fortification is to miss the 
outdoor concerts, vistas 
and history of the hilltop 
Plains of Abraham, the 
up-and-coming Limoilou 
neighborhood where 
young chefs ply their trade 
and acrobats learn their 
craft, or the buzz of Saint- 
Roc h district just outside Old 
Quebec. On the outskirts, 
higher-than-Niagara Mont¬ 
morency Falls roar from a 
cliff where zip liners screech 
across the canyon. 

It's a diverse tableau of 
communities, architec¬ 
ture, public markets, muse¬ 
ums and nature, much of 
it accessible by foot from 
Old Quebec and all of it 
stitched together by the 
city's extensive network 
of bicycle trails or a quick 
drive. 

Bargains in accommoda- 
tionsare anotherdraw: On 
a visit at the height of the 
summer tourism season, I 
stayed at Hotel Royal Wil¬ 
liam, an old, comfortable 
hotel in the Saint-Roch dis¬ 
trict, for barely $75 USD. 
Roya I Willia m a nd the mo re 
upscale Hotel Pur nearby 
are an engaging 15-minute 
walk to Old Quebec along 
shops, cobblestoned alleys 
and restaurants. 

"the capital of New France 
until its conquest by the 
British in 1759, Old Quebec 
is recognized by UNESCO 


as a world heritage site , 
hailed by the United Na¬ 
tions organization as "a 
remarkable example of a 
fortified colonial town, and 
unique north of Mexico." 
"The heritage site encom¬ 
passes the walled Upper 
Town, overlooked by the 
commanding Fairmont Le 
Chateau Frontenac Hotel, 
and Lower Town, where 
the explorer Samuel de 
Champlain put ashore with 
a few dozen men in 1608. 
Today, the Place Royale 
district in Lower Town re¬ 
mains so French in charac¬ 
ter and appearance that 
its courtyard and 17th cen¬ 
tury church, Notre-Dame- 
des-Victoires, stood in for 
France in Steven Spiel¬ 
berg's 2002 film, "Catch Me 


If You Can." 

there's plenty to absorb 
in Old Quebec but there 
are also inviting places be¬ 
yond. "If you're staying for 
three days, basically you 
would have gone through 
Old Quebec and its next 
neighborhoods, like Lower 
Town and the Old Port," 
saysPaule Bergeron, an ex¬ 
ecutive with Quebec City 
and region tourism, 'then 
you have the chance to go 
visit otherneighborhoods." 
A sampling: 
MON1MORENCY FALLS 
this beehive of outdoorac- 
tivity gets the adrenaline 
going one way or another. 
Try the zigzag staircase with 
487 steps up the cliff, or 
take the cable car. At 83 
meters — 30 meters higher 
(though far narrower) than 
Niagara Falls — Montmo¬ 
rency offers a suspension 
footbridge over the falls, 
via feratta climbing and a 
dual zip line that is riveting 
to watch and another level 
of excitement to do. The 
zip line comes with a bo¬ 
nus: Download a free app 
on the site and you'll come 
away with a panoramic 
and close-up video mash- 
up of you sweeping in front 
of the crest of the falls, very, 
very far up. 

In winter, frozen spray forms 
SugarLoaf, a huge cone of 
ice at the foot of the falls, 
all illuminated at night. Ice 


climbers scale cliffs fram¬ 
ing the waterfall. Getting 
there: A bicycle ride of just 
over 8 miles or 13 km, al¬ 
most all on dedicated bike 
paths; 20 minutes by car; or 
by bus When: Park is ac¬ 
cessible year-round. Cable 
car is year-round except 
Jan. 7-25and March 9-April 
14. The zip line for this sea¬ 
son endsOct. 8, reopens in 
spring. 

THE MONTCALM AK1S DIS¬ 
TRICT 

Quebec and international 
art are the draw at Musee 
national des beaux-arts 
du Quebec in this high- 
elevation neighborhood, 
named forthe French gen¬ 
eral whose forces were 
overcome by British invad¬ 


ers on the Plains of Abra¬ 
ham. On the plains, free 
and ticketed concerts 
roll through the summer, 
including an 11-day fes¬ 
tival in July that is one of 
Canada's largest outdoor 
music events. It's a neigh¬ 
borhood distinguished by 
galleries, bookstores, urban 
terraces for pub-crawling 
and streetlamps decorat¬ 
ed with reproduced works 
from the art museum. 
Getting there: A 20-minute 
walk from Chateau Fron¬ 
tenac, the towering land¬ 
mark of the walled city. 
When: Year-round, with the 
concert season geared to 
summer. 

OLD PORT and the PROM¬ 
ENADE SAMUEL- DE-C HAM- 
PLAIN 

The promenade is a river¬ 
front section of a bicycle 
and walking path that ex¬ 
tends nearly 30 miles or 
50 km from the Quebec 
city Bridges on the west to 
Montmorency Falls It takes 
in stunning views of the 
waterfront and cliffs, the 
sprawling Old Port farm¬ 
ers market, and grain silos 
that are transformed at 
night into light sculptures 
with colors of the aurora 
borealis. How to get there: 
Right outside Lower Town. 
When: Year-round, bicy¬ 
cling as deep into winter 
asyou can stand the cold. 
The Old Port market isopen 
each day year-round but 
expected to close in the 
spring to make way for a 
new market in the Umoilou 
district. A smaller farmers 
market will take its place 
near Place RoyaleO
